HARDINESS — The ratings used are those developed by the Ameri- 
can Rhododendron Society. These ratings are based on the minimum 
temperature which the variety may be expected to stand with no 
appreciable injury.

All RHODODENDRONS are not hardy in our gardens. We therefore 
propagate and grow our plants in Maryland and Oregon. We will ship 
from the location where the plants you order are available. 


HABIT —It is generally impossible to describe RHODODEN- 
DRON’S bloom in less than twenty-five words. Because of the limited 
space the description of bloom is brief. 


Blooms of a RHODODENDRON seldom last longer than a month 
for any variety. Because we must view the plant for 11 months, we 
consider its habit important. 
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The height and spread of the plant at ten years age is given on 
the basis of plants grown in our gardens at our home, 125 Springbrook 
Drive, Silver Spring, Md. Since RHODODENDRONS of the same variety 
and age vary in size here when planted in different locations, it can 
be expected that they will vary in other gardens. The size is desig- 
nated thus 4’ x 3’. This means the plant will be 4 feet in height and 
have a 3 foot spread in ten years under very favorable conditions. 


ABBREVIATIONS — A.M. Award of Merit, and F.C.C. First Class 
Certificate — are awards given by the Royal Horticultural Society, 
England. All plants are evergreen unless otherwise noted.
